Lineups at gates 
People can line up starting 
at 1:30 p.m. on Thursday 
and Friday, and at 7 a.m. on 
Saturday and Sunday. No 
overnight, please. 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to preserve spaces 

for those who line up early. 
Saving space in line for others 
is not allowed. One tarp per 
person, please. 


Controlled entry 

To control the crowd at the 
gates, patrons will enter the site 
in groups of 25 at one-minute 
intervals and must WALK rather 
than run. Gates open 1-1/2 
hours before shows begin. 


Wristbands 


As you enter the gate, you will 
receive a wristband in exchange 
for your ticket—a weekend 
wristband for a weekend pass or 
an individual day wristband for 
an individual day ticket. 


e All festival patrons must wear 
a wristband, except for 
children 11 years and under. 


e Ifyou want to leave the 
park and return later, the 
wristband will get you back 
into the site.

¢ Low-lying lean-tos can be 
used lower on the hill ONLY 
during inclement weather.

At 6 p.m. Saturday and Sunday, 
we will open the gates to an 
additional 1,000 patrons for 

the evening main stage acts. 
Please help them feel welcome 
and make space for them when 
they arrive. 


Dance 

Dance to your heart’s content at 
Stage 1, and at the sides of main 
stage where there’s lots of room 
and you won’t block anyone’s 
view.

Please don’t stand in front of 
others who are seated. They 
too would like to see the show 
(except at Stage 1). 


Shh... keep it 
down 

Please be considerate. If you must 
talk during performances, please 
do so quietly. 


Talk it out 

Please use friendly discussion to 
sort out any boundary disputes 
or other problems with your 
neighbours. 


if all else fails ... 


If a polite request doesn’t resolve 
your concern, feel free to contact 
a Liaison Security crew member 
(wearing a bright yellow vest). 
You can also seek assistance at the 
Security tent, north of the main 
stage along the fence.

Get a cover for 
your candle 


Thousands of sparkling lights at 
night look spectacular, but be 
careful! 


¢ Candle covers are inexpensive 
and available from the 
General Store. Fire regulations 
make the use of covers for 
candles mandatory. 


e Exercise extreme caution 
with candles. Clothing, 
blankets and tarps are highly 
flammable. 


e Keep your candle in a cup; 
please don’t drip wax on 
the hill.

If you can’t find the information 
you need, ask a volunteer at:

No parking 
There is no public parking close 


to the festival site. Vehicles parked 
in the Cloverdale community will 


be tagged and towed. Here are 
some alternatives:

Accommodating special needs 


At the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival, we are committed 
to accommodating people 
with specific needs, so they 
too can enjoy the festival 
with the least amount of 
hassle. 


If you have special needs due 

to a disability, the Access crew 
can answer questions, provide 
you with assistance and give you 
information about: 


e adesignated listening area for 
people in wheelchairs 


¢ program schedules in Braille 


e assistive-listening systems for 
the hard of hearing 


The two-for-one ticket policy 
remains in effect for people who 
require the assistance of an aide. 


Wheelchair access 

e Parking is available near the 
main gate for vehicles marked 
with wheelchair tags. 


e Access crew volunteers are 
stationed at the main gate, 
Journal Information Tent and 
wheelchair sites. 


¢ People who use wheelchairs 
may listen to the main stage 
artists in a designated listening 
area just west of the main 
stage. 


e Power lines on site are 
ramped or rerouted to reduce 
or eliminate obstacles and 
allow the free movement of 
wheelchairs. 


e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers will assist 
people with disabilities off the 
site or to sheltered areas as 
quickly and safely as possible. 


Visually 
impaired 

If you have a visual 
disability, ask for the 
workshop schedule in 
Braille or large print. 


Hearing 


For festival goers who are hard of 
hearing, there are: 


¢ magnetic induction loops at 
all performance areas 


¢ loop system receivers for 
those with no hearing aid or 
no T-switch. Receivers can be 
picked up and returned at the 
Information Tent. 


The magnetic induction loop sys- 
tem consists of an antenna placed 
beneath the sod ina 25-square- 
foot area in front of the stage. 


e Ifyou use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch your 
aid to the “T” position. 


e Then sit within 12 feet of 
the blue hearing-access signs 
located in the centre of each 
looped area. 


e Your hearing aid will act as a 
receiver; no other equipment 
is required. 


If you have any questions about 
hearing access, contact Mike 
Keeping or an Access crew 
volunteer through the 
Information Tent. 


FM receivers and accessories will be 
available at the Information Tent. 
A credit card or driver’s licence is 
required as a deposit.

Ryan Adams, expected to be the 
Next Big Thing, has intrigued 
his fans by following his muse 
from one genre to another, from 
one album to the next. 


Ryan’s first acclaim as a solo 
artist — after nailing down some 
critical raves with albums and 
performances with Whiskeytown 
—came with Heartbreaker, 
recorded in New York and 
released in 2000. It bowled 

over critics and brought on 
some high-profile fans such as 
Elton John and Noel Gallagher. 
Some described Heartbreaker as 
“Dylanesque.” A year later in 
Los Angeles, Ryan recorded his 
second album, Gold, a high- 
energy effort with less country, 
and more classic pop and *70s- 
style rock. It proved to be his big 
breakthrough album, charting 
top 40 singles in North America 
and the U.K. 


Born in 1974 in Jacksonville, 
NG, Ryan has collected a 
reputation for his intriguing 
live shows, which last month 
included a gig at the Fillmore in 
San Francisco with Phil Lesh of 
the Grateful Dead. 


Some of the artists who have 
influenced Ryan cover a wide

Alpha Blondy and 
The Solar System 
Ivory Coast 

Alpha Blondy is one of the few 
artists who might be considered 


an heir to the reggae throne of 
Bob Marley. 


The late Jamaican icon looked 
to Africa for inspiration, Alpha 
looked back to Jamaica from his 
west African homeland. With 
his 12-piece band, The Solar 
System, the resulting groove is 
heard in more than 50 countries 
and has earned a Grammy 
nomination. Like fellow African 
reggae artist Lucky Dube, he is 
not simply retreading Marley’s 
ground, but adding a distinctive 
African flair, singing in English, 
French and African languages. 


Born in the Ivory Coast as Sedou 
Kone, his rebellious nature 
inspired his grandmother to call 
him Blondy — or bandit. 


His family expected him to be a 
teacher. He studied English at

Hunter College in New York and 
later at Columbia University, 
but he had plans for a musical 
career. He returned to the 
Ivory Coast in 1981 where he 
was arrested for an altercation 
with the New York Ivorian 
ambassador, who felt Blondy’s 
English was too good for him 
to be an Ivorian native. After 

a fight in the police station, 

he was jailed for a week and 
committed to an asylum. There 
he was declared sane and 
released. 
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Blondy honed his songwriting 
and performing skills, adding 
Alpha (the first letter of the 
Greek alphabet) to his name. 
He has become an international 
star with a truly international 
band from Cameroon, England, 
France, Ivory Coast, Jamaica 
and Togo. The music is hot and 
tight with themes promoting 
morality, love, peace and social 
consciousness. mp

Alberta and Faroe Islands 


A Juno award winner and seven- 
time Juno nominee, music 
critics have called Bill Bourne a 
national treasure, an iconoclast, 
an ageless blues man and a 
master folk musician. With a 
sound steeped in Cajun, Celtic, 
world beat, flamenco, funk and 
blues, this one-man tour de 
force has over the past three 
decades received international 
acclaim for his recordings and 
live performances. 


Known for crafting poetic 
lyrics, the Edmonton based 
singer-songwriter first gained 
recognition in the ’80s after a 
three-year stint with Scotland’s 
Tannahill Weavers. A desire 

to record his own material led 
to the formation of Bourne 
and MacLeod. His next 
musical partnership was with 
Edmonton violinist-fiddler 
Shannon Johnson, with whom 
he released a pair of critically 
acclaimed CDs. These projects 
were followed by the release of 
solo albums, a traditional blues 
project and Tri Continental, 

a roots collaboration with 
Edmontonian-gone-to-B.C. 
Lester Quitzau and Toronto 
guitarist Madagascar Slim. Bill’s 
latest collaborations include 

a local project benefiting the 
Tsunami disaster in Southeast 
Asia, and a musical connection 
with the acclaimed, award- 
winning soprano Eivgr 
Palsdottir.

Considered one of the best vocal 
artists in the Nordic Region, 
Eivgr hails from the village 

of Geta in the Faroe Islands, 

a Danish protectorate about 
200 miles northwest of the 
Shetland Islands. With roots 
firmly planted in the native 
Faroese tradition, her musical 
trademarks are the intensity and 
honesty of her performances 
and her astonishing variety of 
vocal styles — from opera to folk 
to raw ethnic to husky jazz. Just 
as comfortable performing a 
country ballad or a rock song, 
as a Classical aria or a jazz tune, 
her unique and immense 
talent is said to leave audiences 
stunned, awestruck and utterly 
spellbound. 


Dedicating herself to music 
full-time since the age of 16, 
Eivgr has risen from humble 
beginnings to the international 
concert stages. She says she 
strives to remain “true to herself, 
true to her heritage, true to her 
talent, and true to her vision of a 
tranquil world at peace.” rk

Chuck Brodsky 


United States 


Chuck Brodsky is the 
consummate 21* century 
American balladeer. He sings 
about migrant fruit pickers, 
psychedelically-aided baseball 





players pitching no-hitters, 
dumping garbage in the river, 
drinking pints in the morning, 
the terror hysteria begat by 
the Bush administration, and 
every theme large and small in 
between. 


As well travelled as the 
characters who populate his 
idiosyncratic and powerful 
narratives, Brodsky left his 
Philadelphia home to sing 

on the streets of Europe and 
work as a labourer in Israel, 
then wound up living in the 
mountains of western North 
Carolina, which has influenced 
his groove-oriented strumming 
and finger picking. Equal parts 
Bob Dylan and Mark Twain, 
and conjuring the spirit of 
Woody Guthrie, Brodsky is a 
true storyteller: sometimes his 
spoken-word introductions are 
as riveting as the songs that 
follow. He has released half 

a dozen albums over the past 
decade, including The Baseball 
Ballads and Color Came One Day, 
which was produced by Nova 
Scotia’s J.P. Cormier. “Reflects 
the good old US of A, warts and 
all... reminds us there’s a whole 
wide world outside our doors,” 
Rolling Stone says about Brodsky. 
“Passionate observer — twister, 
remaker, syncopator of the 
simple tale, the not-so-simple 
cliché,” praises New York’s 
Village Voice. “Social commitment 
and the individual heart go 
hand in hand with humour, wit, 
and longing.” DR

Alison Brown Quartet 
United States 


Garnering an international 
reputation as a banjo player 
who has pushed the instrument 
out of its familiar Appalachian 
settings into new musical 
territory, progressive bluegrass 
five-string banjoist Alison Brown 
has made her name not only 

as a virtuoso player but also an 
accomplished composer. 


Alison began to play the banjo 
before reaching her teens. 
After a family move to southern 
California she became involved 
in the local bluegrass scene and 
even got the chance to perform 
at the prestigious Grand Ole 
Opry. This early career path, 
however, took a temporary 
hiatus when she decided to 
pursue education, securing a 
degree in history and literature 
from Harvard, an MBA from 
UCLA, followed by a two-year 
stint as an investment banker. 


Returning to music, Alison 
gained her first wide exposure 
as a member of Alison Krauss’ 
Union Station for three years, 
before she departed to record 
her Grammy-nominated debut 
Simple Pleasures (1990). During 
this time she also received the 
musical genre’s highest accolade 
for an instrumentalist: the 
Bluegrass Music Association 
Banjo Player of the Year. 
Brown’s followup, Twilight Motel 
(1992) was jazzier and more 
eclectic, and Look Left (1994) 


displayed her increasing interest 
in world and ethnic music. The 
Alison Brown Quartet (1996), 
which refocuses on her jazz 
sensibility, was her last album 
with Vanguard before moving 
to her own Compass label, for 
which she debuted Out of the 
Blue (1998). The Grammy- 
winning Fair Weather (2000) 
features a duet with Béla Fleck 
on “Leaving Cottondale,” while 
Replay (2002) is another of her 
jazzier outings. Brown’s latest 
album, Stolen Moments (2005), 

is a nod to the task of balancing 
work and parenthood with 

her own creativity. Completing 
Alison’s quartet are John R. Burr 
(piano), Garry West (bass) and 
Kendrick Freeman (drums). The 
quartet will be joined by special 
guest Joe Craven on mandolin 
and fiddle. rk

British Columbia 


With his soulful, smoky voice, 

Jim Byrnes has been playing his 
own brand of laid-back blues for 
more than 40 years. Born in the 
roots music hotbed of St. Louis, 
Missouri, Jim moved to Canada in 
1969 after being discharged from 
the U.S. Army following a tour of 
duty in Vietnam. He never looked 
back. 


After surviving an almost fatal 
disabling car accident, Jim 
poured himself into his music, 
honing his blues chops in the 
Vancouver music scene. Jim was 
nominated for a Juno award for 
most promising male vocalist in 
the 1980s. His album, That River, 
on Stony Plain won a Juno in 
RODD:

Over the years Jim has 
performed with such blues 
luminaries as Muddy Waters, Taj 
Mahal, Albert Collins and John 
Lee Hooker. 


Jim is also well known for his 
prolific acting career, including 
roles on the TV series Wiseguy, 
Highlander and his own Jim 
Byrnes Show. He was also the 
voice of the evil Inferno on the 
animation series Beast Wars. 


Jim’s latest release, Fresh Horses, 
was recorded in collaboration 
with Zubot and Dawson, and 
they join him on stage this 
weekend. 


The album of acoustic blues 
includes original material and 
some great covers, including 
Muddy Water’s “I Can’t be 
Satisfied” and a killer version 
of Neil Young’s “For the

The Johnny Clegg 
Band 

South Africa 

Johnny Clegg’s music is 
revolutionary — a potent 
danceable mix of Zulu 
traditional music, which he 
learned as a 14 year old in South 
Africa, with hip hop, rock, 
eurodance and other western 
melodies. 


Born in Lancashire, England in 
1953, Johnny took on the role 
of a revolutionary performer 

in South Africa, after he and 

a Zulu friend, Sipho Mchunu, 
began performing together. 
Johnny was 16, Sipho 17. 


They became the first mixed- 
race band, called Juluka, to 
perform on stage during the 
apartheid era. They faced 
racial abuse, including threats 
of violence, and constant 
harassment by police. Johnny 
was arrested many times for 
violating apartheid’s cultural 
segregation laws, enforcing the 
separation of race, culture and 
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Johnny Clegg 


language. Their lyrics called 
for an end to racism. They 
recorded two platinum and five 
gold albums on their way to 
international acclaim. 


After Sipho left in 1986, 
Johnny struck up another 
crossover band, Savuka, 
mixing international rock with 
Celtic folk music and African 
music, which proved to be a 
phenomenally successful three- 
way marriage. Savuka’s fourth 
album, Heat, Dust and Dreams, 


was nominated for a Grammy. 
The group broke up in 1994. 


Since then old teenage buddies 
Johnny and Sipho toured again 
as Juluka, and Johnny has also 
performed with Savuka. RH

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J.P. Cormier is unbelievably 
good at many things, whether 
he’s singing, backing up big 
stars On many instruments or 
writing songs. 


Immersed in the rich musical 
heritage of his Cape Breton 
roots, J.P. taught himself to play 
guitar at the age of five. He 
astounded everyone by being 
able to perform almost any 
music by ear, and by nine was 
considered a prodigy, using his 
Chet Atkins style to win his first 
competition against 30 other 
players three times his age.

Between 11 and 16 his talent 
continued to grow as he became 
a master on every stringed 
instrument he picked up. 


By 16 he had released his 

first album of bluegrass 
instrumentals and for 10 years 
toured as a sideman with big 
country stars like Waylon 


Jennings and Kitty Wells. 


The highlight was an 
appearance on the televised 
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reopening of the Ryman 
Auditorium, the original Grand 
Ole Opry building, in 1994. 


That year he met Hilda 
Chiasson, a world-renowned 
Cape Breton pianist, at a 
Louisiana festival. While 
recording Return to the Cape they 
decided to marry and settle 

in Alabama while J.P. fulfilled 
his contracts in Nashville and 
abroad. During this time Hilda 
looked through his collection 
of original songs and convinced 
him in 1995 to return home and 
try singing them for Maritime 
audiences. Almost instantly, his 
stage presence and sharp wit 
were a hit with every crowd. 


This year he released The Long 
River: A Personal Tribute to Gordon 
Lightfoot. It was six years in the 
making with JP being the sole 
instrumentalist and vocalist. 
They are joined by fellow Nova 
Scotian Darren McMullen on 
bass. MP

The name Danti comes from the 
name of the mother of all the 
ancient Irish gods, and it seems 
that many of those folks upstairs 
(and in the trees and on the 
ground) have been smiling on 
this traditional Celtic band ever 
since they were born. The story 
of the group’s formation has 

an element of happenstance. 

A couple of longtime friends, 
Donal Clancy and Benny 
McCarthy, created a band to play 
at a music festival close to home. 
“We were just going for a bit of 
a laugh. We weren’t thinking 
about a band at all,” Benny said. 
“But we needed to have a Celtic 
name, so we picked Danu.” At 
the festival, they happened upon 
two brothers, Eamon and Tom 
Doorley. The rest, as someone 
should say at least once in this 
program, is history. 


Shortly thereafter, Danu began 
touring the world, becoming 
the most highly-touted Celtic 
band since Solas. Their success 
can be attributed to both their 
youth and their ability to play 
traditional Celtic music with 
passion and desire. Although 

a few members have turned 
(gasp!) 30, Danw’s vibe remains 
still a blend of jam-band 
sensibilities with traditional 
roots. “That’s what we’re aiming 
for — to put caution to the wind 
and just play, and see where it 
goes,” said Donal. “But there’s 
a lot of thought that goes into 
doing that on the concert stage 
night after night.” 


In the past couple years, things 
have changed for Danu. Donal 
left for a spell but recently 
returned. They also added their 
first female member, Muireann 
Nic Amhlaoibh, as a vocalist. 
Rounding out the players are

A favourite with our festival 
crowd last year, Rachael Davis 
has been performing on stage 
since the age of two. 


She has spent most of her life 
involved with music, from lead 
in high school musicals to 
singing with her family-based 
group Lake Effect. Instead of 
her fourth year in high school, 
she attended the Interlochen 
Art Academy in northern 
Michigan, alma mater of Peter 
Yarrow, Anne Hills and Jewel 
(Kilcher). 
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In April 2001 Rachael released 
her debut album Minor League 
Deities. A few months later she 
moved to Boston and within 
seven months was awarded a 
Boston Music Award for best 
new singer-sonegwriter. In 2002 
she contributed “Lonely When 
You’re Gone” to the Respond I 
compilation, which involved 
such stars as Joan Baez, Ani 
DiFranco and Sarah McLachlan 
in an effort to raise money 
and awareness about domestic 
violence. 


Her influences range from the 
jazz stylings of Ella Fitzgerald 
to the soulful folk of Patty 
Griffin. She is a contemporary 
songwriter who is also at home 
singing traditional ballads. She 
has an incredibly powerful 
voice but uses great nuance, 
producing delicate, melodic and 
versatile songs. She is backed 
up this year by guitarist Brett 
Hartenbach. 


As a three-year-old Rachael 

was given the advice: “Never 
get a hairdo.” She heeds the 
idea behind it and knows the 
most important thing, now and 
always, is the music. MP

Guy Davis 


United States 


Guy Davis has worn many 

hats as an artist — musician, 
composer, actor, director and 
writer. But his main calling is as 
a bluesman, and he’s enjoyed a 
career marked by accolade upon 
accolade for his revival of the 
tradition of acoustic blues and 
the songs of the blues masters, 
and a long run of albums 
featuring his own songs. 


Guy grew up in the middle-class 
New York suburbs as the son of 
two famous parents, actors and 
writers and major civil rights 
activists Ossie Davis and Ruby 
Dee. Ossie Davis, who eulogized 
Malcolm X in 1965, died last 
February. 
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Guy calls on a long list of 
influences, including Blind 
Willie McTell, Skip James, Manse 
Lipscomb and Buddy Guy. He 
says listening to Taj Mahal led 
him to his musical muse: the 

old time blues. He’s also a fan of 
Fats Waller and Harry Belafonte. 


His renaissance blues roots run 
deep in the black experience 
—asa child he listened to stories 
from his grandparents, which 
found a home is his songs. Guy’s 
most recent album, Legacy, 
which features his rap-inspired 


song “Uncle Tom’s Dead,” was 
picked as an album of the year 
by the music critics at National 
Public Radio in the U.S. RH

Alpha Yaya Diallo 
British Columbia 

If Alpha Yaya Diallo’s irresistibly 
exuberant music doesn’t get you 
up dancing and smiling, then 
you'd better head for the first- 
aid tent to check your fluids. 


An axeman and singer, Alpha, 
from Guinea and now based in 
Vancouver, is a singer-songwriter 
ranked among Africa’s finest 
acoustic and electric guitar 
players. He’s also an excellent 
percussionist and skilled on the 
“balafon,” a traditional wooden 
xylophone. No wonder he’s 
considered one of the hottest 
performers in world music. 


The son of a doctor-surgeon, 
his family moved often and

lived in a number of regions 

in Guinea, which gave Alpha 
the opportunity to absorb 
different cultures and musical 
traditions. He was strongly 
influenced during his time in 
neighbouring Senegal, where he 
was introduced to the powerful 
mbalax rhythm, widely popular 
in that country. He was also 
influenced by Caribbean music. 


After travelling to Europe, 

he joined the band Fatala, a 
collection of fellow West African 
musicians who recorded for 
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Peter Gabriel’s Real World 

label. Fatala toured at festivals 
throughout western Europe, 
and after the band’s North 
American tour in 1991, Alpha 
put down roots in Canada. Since 
then, he’s recorded five critically 
acclaimed albums, including 
two Juno award winners: The 
Message won in 1999 for best 
global recording and in 2002 
The Journey won for best global 
recording. 


Becoming a staple at world, 
jazz, folk and other festivals, 
Alpha has shared the stage with 
musicians such as David Lindley, 
Thomas Mapfuno and reggae 
stars Jimmy Cliff, Third World 
and Burning Spear. Other band 
members include Aicha Sylla 
(vocals and percussion), Vegari 
Sendar (bass), Naby Camara 
(balafun), Sadio Sissokho 
(percussion) and Thomas 
Niamuke (drums. There’s a 
good chance you'll be able to 
get yer Yayas out. RH

Lila Downs 

Mexico/ United States 

At today’s rate, the Hispanic 
population in the United States 
will grow to more than 100 
million by 2050. One in four 
Americans will have Hispanic 
roots. Yet there’s an immense 
cultural and socio-economic 
gulf in the U.S., a divide that 
Lila Downs is mining as deeply 
as she mines her heart. 


The daughter of a Scottish- 
American cinematographer and 
a singing Mixtec Indian mother, 
Downs grew up in Mexico’s 
Sierra Madre Mountains. She 
was singing mariachi songs by 
age eight and went on to take 
voice lessons in Los Angeles 
and study opera at university in 
Minnesota. But her education 
intensified when she dropped 
out, followed The Grateful 
Dead, sold jewelry on the streets 
and moved back to Oaxaca.

Since then, Lila has performed 
and recorded music that could 
serve as a soundtrack at the 
United Nations: she sings in 
Mexico’s Indian languages like 
Mixtec and Zapotec as well 

as Spanish and English; she’s 
worked with a Cuban bassist, a 
Chilean drummer, a Mexican 
harpist and a sax player from 
New Jersey. Her latest album, 
vocally stunning Una Sangre 
(One Blood), reflects this 
cultural and musical diversity. 
And while her writing focuses 
on her heritage, she also shines 
a light on what she calls “the 
working and sub working class” 
world of Mexican-Americans, 
with strong social commentary 
on subjects like the dangerous 
trip into the U.S. attempted by 
so many of her compatriots. 


“A voice so vari-coloured and 
many octaved, it’s difficult to 
imagine it as the product of a 
single larynx,” raves the New 
York Times. “Imagine Edith Piaf 
singing in Spanish,” says the Los 
Angeles Times, “and you have an 
idea of the soulful sound of Lila 
Downs.” DR

Maria Dunn 

Alberta 

With the soul of an artist, the 
heart of a coal miner and the 
hands of a minstrel, Juno- 
nominated Maria Dunn has 
garnered comparisons to the 
Rankin Family, Billy Bragg and 
Woody Guthrie. Penguin Eggs’ 
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editor Roddy Campbell was 
blunt in 2001: “Don’t confuse 
her with those miserable, touchy- 
feely, guitar-strumming sods 
bemoaning some blackguard 
who absconded with the family 
cat. Nah, our Maria belongs to 
a tradition as old as time itself.” 
She resurrects the folk singer of 
old: part historian, part social 
activist, and part songwriter. 


Born in Scotland and raised in 
the Edmonton suburbs after 

a brief sojourn in Ontario, 
Maria is a performer who 

pins the stories of the fallen 

and forgotten to the musical 
tapestries of her Celtic past. Her 
third and latest disc, We Were 
Good People, grew from her 2001 
stint as artist in residence for the 
Edmonton and District Labour 
Council. 


The collection, produced by 
Shannon Johnson and featuring 
The McDades, Craig Korth and 
Byron Myhre, among others, 
plucks stories from Alberta’s 
first 50 years of conflict and 
homesteading and sews them 
into Celtic-bluegrass rhythms. 
These are songs of struggle: 
long-forgotten union leaders; 
women’s rights activists; 
internment, hunger and 
exploitation. The project led to 
a collaboration with Britain’s 
Ground Zero Productions on 
an audio-visual show called, 
“Troublemakers: Working 
Albertans, 1900-1950,” which 
she performed at this spring’s 
Alberta Scene festival in Ottawa. 
Bringing together the best of old 
and new folk traditions, Maria’s 
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music is both inspiring and 
entertaining. LG

Steve Earle 
United States 


Steve Earle, the renegade, 
romantic and poet, picked up 
his first guitar as an 11-year-old 
living with his family near San 
Antonio, Texas. 


By 13, he won a talent show and 
started running into trouble 
with local authorities. This mix 
was established early, and both 
the talent and the troubles 
played a big part in Steve’s 
acclaimed career. At 16, he left 
home. Two years later, Steve was 
living in Houston, where he met 
legendary Townes Van Zandt 
and Guy Clark, bad role models 
but great musical mentors.

He spent a 
year in prison rehab, overcame 
his addictions, and has released 
a string of Grammy-nominated 
albums, including Train a 
Comin’, The Mountain and 
Transcendental Blues.

an equal fondness for dirty 
boogie and spectral balladry.” 
Before the 1990s had closed, No

musicianship, gifted songwriting 
and passionate performance 
have been honed during an 
illustrious, 20-year career. 


Born in Texas to an immigrant 
father from Mexico, Alejandro 
was one of 12 children. He 
grew up in California and cites 
The Rolling Stones, The Velvet 
Underground and The Stooges 
among his early influences. 
After playing in several bands 
in the 1980s, he released his 
first solo disc, Gravity, in 1992, 
which earned him Musician of 
the Year in the annual Austin

Using an exotic, potent and 
highly-danceable mix of old 
Italian traditional ballads and 
post-industrial electronica, 
Fiamma Fumana measures its 
success on how crowded the 
dance floors are when it plays in 
modern clubs. The group counts 
on inspiring a similar response 
at music festivals. 


The unique band got its start 
in 1999, when Alberto Cottica, 
a successful musician in the 
Italian folk-rock music scene 
for a decade, had a meeting of 
minds with record producer 
and electronic musician Marco 
Bertoni, and Fiamma Orlandi, 


a singer raised in the Italian 
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countryside and steeped in its 
traditional dance music. 


Fiamma Fumana’s revival and 
re-invigoration of traditional 
songs through its marriage to 
new Italian dance grooves and 
electronica led to its first album, 
Fiamma Fumana 1.0, released 

in 1999 to much critical and 
popular success in Italy and then 
in North America in 2001. 


The live band now includes 

an additional female vocalist, 
and an Italian-Eritrean female 
deejay — in keeping with Fiamma 
Fumana’s desire to keep the 
group predominantly young 
and female. The players handle 
a variety of instruments, from 
flutes, whistles, accordion and 
piano to electronica, acoustic 
guitar and electric bass. 


The band released its second 
album, Home, on an American 
label in 2003, and tooka 

more extreme approach to 

their sound, adding a harder 
approach to electronica. 
Following up on its release, 
Fiamma Fumana toured the 
US., performing at prestigious 
world music festivals and clubs.

Francey has framed are as well- 
crafted as his songs, they'll be 
around for a long time. David 
started writing songs in his head 
while working as a carpenter.

that took listeners by surprise. 
He’s got the kind of rich, Celtic 
voice that you’d expect to hear 
singing traditional ballads about

She finally found herself and 
the strength to deal with her 
demons at the age of 35, when 
she started writing songs. 


Her songs were derivative at 
first, she admits, but when this 
late bloomer found her voice, 
the songs raised the hair on 
her arms. Her tales of abuse, 
redemption and the seamy 
side of Louisiana do just that 
for anyone who listens. As a 
performer Mary is tough and 
warm at once.

Most folksingers find their 
voice in smoky cafes and clubs, 
strumming their guitars and 
opening their hearts in front 
of latté sipping and/or draft 
drinking audiences. Eliza 
Gilkyson has had her share of 
such nights during her 20- 
year career (some good, some 
bad), but she got her start with 
Walt Disney. Eliza’s father, a 
well-known songwriter who 
penned hits for Harry Belafonte 
and Dean Martin, also wrote 


many songs for Disney movies, 

including the Jungle Book’s “Bare 
fs 

Necessities.” He’d hire Eliza to 

sing on demo tracks. 


That said, Eliza’s career has 
shown little resemblance to 

a Disney movie. “I took a lot 

of acid and lived in a boxcar, 
thinking, ‘Yeah, someone’s 
gonna come along and discover 
me here,” she once said. There 
were the broken relationships 
and marriages, regrets about not 
being a better parent and the 
side trip as a New Age queen. 


But music was always there, in 
Eliza’s life and in her family 

— her brother Tony hit his 
own stride as a member of the 
legendary punk band X — and 
that helped her find a path 
after straying into the dark 
forest. Her voice is always lush 
and passionate, even as her 
lyrical themes touch on socio- 
political topics ranging from 
the peace movement to abusive 
relationships. There’s even a 
little Canada in her “Ballad of 
Yvonne Johnson,” inspired by 
the dubious justice served to 
an Alberta aboriginal woman 
convicted of murder. 


“I certainly have faced a lot 

of my demons, and there’s a 
strength that comes from that, 
so it feels good to write about 
what’s there,” she says. “I figure 
when I’m trotting myself out 
there, others are saying, ‘Yeah, I

Uncut magazine called her “the

She’ll do a 
beautiful love number one 
minute, then a song like 
“Mainstream,” which got lawyers 
at toymaker Mattel hopping 
because she links Barbie dolls 
with the vacuous nature of pop 
stardom. Not afraid to bust out 
some catchy twang, nor to tell it 
like it is while sidestepping the 
major labels, Gilmore toured 
the United States with Joan 
Baez during the countdown to 
last year’s presidential election. 
“Music has the capacity to draw 
people together or to push 
people apart,” says Gilmore. “It 
can be a call to arms or a shout 
for peace.” Or, in the case of this 
emerging superstar, it can be 
both. DR

Jerusalem Ridge are Canada’s 
modern bluegrass pioneers 

and a bridge to the genre’s 
promised land. The traditional 
pickers have been sharpening 
their craft since 1989, long 
before the current country 
renaissance began. Named after 
the western Kentucky birthplace 
of bluegrass legend Bill Monroe, 
one of their claims to fame was 
cutting Canada’s first bluegrass 
video back in 1991. Over the 
years they’ve put out six records 
and have become mainstays on 
the straw-chewin’, lawnchair- 
filled summer festival circuit. 


Unlike the old adage, the 
band is not more than the 
sum of its parts. But in this 
case, the “parts” themselves 
are plenty. Craig Korth (banjo 
and dobro) first picked up the 
banjo as a 12- year-old thanks 
to the Beverly Hillbillies and 
hasn’t looked back. He also 
hosts CKUA’s signature weekly 
bluegrass show, Fire on the 
Mountain. Byron Myhre (fiddle) 
is the son of old-time fiddle 
legend Alfie Myhre and runs a 
music shop in Edmonton. Bill 
Lopushinsky (mandolin) was 
born in the cabin his daddy 
built . “You can’t get much 
more country than that,” he’s 
fond of saying, and makes up 
for his quiet demeanor with 
blistering mandolin attacks 
and his high lonesome tenor 
vocal harmonies. Joe Teichroeb 


(guitar) is the band’s newest 
member and the soulful lead 
vocalist in its harmonic quintet 
choir. And Keith Burgess 
(upright bass) is known for his 
pen as well as his playing; he 
has literally written the book on 
how to make it as a musician 

— Establishing Roots: A Beginner's 
Guide to Performing Roots Music in 
Canada. Making their fifth Folk 
Fest appearance, they’re truly 
the kings of the sacred ridge. DR

After Steve Earle recorded 
Guitar Town, he and other 
friends urged Kevin to get a 
recording contract, and after 
getting a deal on Warner, Kevin 
put out two records in the 1990s. 
Kevin’s recordings are popular 
around the world, but especially 
so in Canada and Australia. 


Kieran was a member of the 
O’Kanes, an acoustic country- 
bluegrass duo that had a string 
of hits. He also put out several 
solo albums, which were highly 
acclaimed. 


Fats, a thin New York City native 
whose monicker is strictly ironic, 
is considered one of the leading 
multi-instrumentalists in the 
USS. playing fiddle, steel guitar, 
accordion, mandolin and guitar. 
He joined Kevin’s then-band, 
The Overtones, in Nashville 

in 1992. Fats has played with a 
variety of artists, including Mark 
Knopfler, Nanci Griffith, Bad 
Company and Garth Brooks. 


In 2004, Kevin, Kieran and Fats 
saw their album You Can’t Save 
Everybody spend half a year in 
the Top 20 of Americana radio 





charts, including several weeks 
atop the list.

When Doyle Lawson was 
growing up in Ford Town, 
Tennessee, he wanted to 

do more with music besides 
singing in the church choir. 
The mandolin he heard on 
the Grand Ole Opry sounded 
interesting, so Doyle’s father, 
a musician himself, borrowed 
a mandolin from Willis Byrd, 
another member of his quartet. 
Doyle learned to pluck the 
strings by listening to the 
radio, a few records and by 
seeing someone play on TV 
occasionally. 


In due course, Doyle returned 
that mandolin to its owner, 

then he learned how to play the 
guitar and banjo, and eventually 
became a professional musician 
himself. For years, Doyle 
performed with greats such 

as the late King of Bluegrass, 
Jimmy Martin, J.D. Crowe, and 
the Country Gentlemen. “For 
more than 10 years I had played 
in bands that had their ‘sound’ 
before I joined them,” Doyle 
said. “I wanted to put together 
a group that would have my 
sound.” 


With Terry Baucom, Jimmy 
Haley and Lou Reid, the 
foundation for what has become 
Doyle Lawson and Quicksilver 
was laid. A mix of the music 
they grew up with — secular,

gospel and bluegrass — was 
showcased in their landmark 
1981 album, Rock My Soul. Since 
then, Quicksilver has gone 
through many lineup changes, 
sometimes being called the 
“farm team for bluegrass” with

Divide and Kentucky Thunder. 
Quicksilver now features Terry 
Baucom, Jamie Daily, Barry 
Scott and Jesse Stockholm. As 
for that original mandolin, 
Willis Byrd gave it back to Doyle 
at one of the first Quicksilver 
gigs and Doyle still carries it 
with him today. wa

non-option. As Ricardo says as 
his band gets ready to rumba (as 
well as soukous, son, meringue 
and salsa), “Everybody on the 
dance floor and let’s go.” 


Makina Loca has two meanings, 
depending on the language, and 
both equally describe this music. 
In Spanish it means “crazy 
machine,” while in Kikongo, one 
of the languages from Ricardo’s 
native home of the Congo, it 
means “dancing in a trance.” 


Ricardo who has been somewhat 
of a pioneer in the Afro-Cuban 
world, formed the band 15 years 
ago when the marriage of the 
two cultures was still relatively 
new. He is truly a citizen of 

the world, being equally at 
home singing in English, 
French, Portuguese, Spanish or 
Congolese languages. His band 
hails from all over Central and 
South America and Cuba. 


Now based in Los Angeles, the 
band has put out four discs, and

has toured extensively, with the 
road taking them to Australia, 
Israel, prestigious concert halls 
like the Lincoln Centre and the 
Hollywood Bowl and even to 
Edmonton’s Winspear.

Back in the old days, starting 
with Bill Monroe, bluegrass 
bands often had the word “boys” 
in their title, and that was no 


coincidence. Bluegrass was a 
male-dominated profession. 
Thankfully, that’s changed in 
the past 30 years. San Francisco- 
based Laurie Lewis has been 
one of the driving forces earning 
women respect in this genre, 
starting with The Good OP 
Persons, then moving on to 
bands called Grant Street and 
Blue Rose. 


Even the most hardcore 
traditionalist can brook no 
argument with Laurie’s talent. 
Not only is she an award-winning 
fiddler, Grammy-nominated 
vocalist and gifted songwriter, 
she’s also a guitarist, bass player 
and producer. 


Laurie’s collaboration with ace 
mandolinist Tom Rozum goes 
back nearly 20 years and spans 
no less than nine discs. They 
quickly discovered that their 
voices blend almost perfectly, 
and Tom handles a good share 
of the lead vocals on all of their 
recordings. Their collaboration 
on The Oak and the Laurelin 
1996, a collection of traditional 
country and bluegrass tunes, 
earned a Grammy nomination 
for best traditional folk album. 


When Tom’s not gigging 

with Laurie, he is backing up 
numerous other performers, 
and he has recorded an album 
under his own name with some 
of the finest acoustic players. 
And when neither of them 
have a gig, you might find them 
rafting down one of America’s 
great rivers, such as the Rio 
Grande or the Rogue.

Described by the Associated 
Press as “an elegant guitarist 
who fills his playing with depth 
and texture as well as fire,” 
Chilean-born Oscar Lopez’s

Since moving to Canada in

“My starting point as an artist,” 
says singer/composer Loreena 
McKennitt, “is that we are all 
an extension of each others’ 
histories.

In 1997, The Book Of Secrets 

— featuring the international 

hit “The Mummers’ Dance” 

— became her greatest success 
to date. In 1999, the two-CD 

set Live In Paris And Toronto 
captured inspired performances 
of her best-loved works and 
raised money for the charity 
Loreena founded, The Cook- 
Rees Memorial Fund For Water 
Search and Safety. 


Presently travelling, researching 
and writing for a seventh studio 
album, Loreena reflects: “I am 
lucky to have a career that has 
been a tremendous vehicle for 
selfeducation in the fields of 
history and culture. What I find 
most fascinating is that, in spite 
of our many differences, there 
is so much more to bind us 
together than to tear us apart.”

Big Jay McNeely 
United States 

Legends abound in the world 
of rhythm and blues, and Big 
Jay McNeely is at the centre 

of many of them. The man is 

a titan, a sax-blowing phenom 
known not only for his squealing 
and honking horn riffs, but also 
for an acrobatic stage presence 
so powerful that in the 1950s he 
was banned from playing live

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throughout Los Angeles County. 
Officials were disturbed by Big 
Jay’s ability to whip teenagers 
into a frenzy. 


In 1949, he performed a solo 

in Wrigley Field while crawling 
on his back from first base to 
home. In 1999 at the famed 
Apollo Theatre, he started 
break-dancing while wearing 
fluorescent gloves and playing a 
fluorescent saxophone under an 
ultraviolet light. He was 72 at the 
time! 


Born Cecil McNeely in L.A. 

in 1927, Big Jay was schooled 

in jazz at the bustling strip 

clubs throughout the Watts 
neighbourhood. But he hit his 
peak in the late 40s and ’50s, 
during rock’s primordial period, 
when his honking and squealing 
style was the cat’s pajamas. His 
recording output at the time 
including such hits as “The 
Deacon’s Hop” and “Wild Wig,” 
the mind-blowing “3-D” and the 
more bluesy “There is Something 
on Your Mind” with singer Little 
Sonny Warner. Unfortunately, 

Big Jay’s style of playing fell 

out of favour in the ’60s, so he 
retired from music to deliver the 
mail, which he did for more than 
15 years. But in 1983 he returned 
to music, starting his own label 
and touring throughout the 
world. “From cool notes to hot 
howls,” wrote one reviewer, “Big 
Jay McNeely can make his sax 
squawk and squeal like a healthy 
newborn.” WA

Allison Moorer 
United States 


With favourite authors such 

as Charles Bukowski and Jerzy 
Kosinski, Allison Moorer’s 
music is about as far away from 
commercial country as you 
can get. 


Allison was born and raised 
in a small Alabama town. She 
grew up in a musical family to 
the songs of Waylon Jennings, 
Johnny Cash and Tammy 
Wynette. 


Orphaned at the age of 14, her 
older sister (and country artist) 
Shelby Lynne raised her. Allison 
eventually left for Nashville with 
dreams of becoming a backup 
singer. 


Her big break came when

Canada’s prairies have always 
been fertile ground for music 
from Ukraine, the motherland 
of many settlers. This year, 
following the dramatic struggle 
for democracy in Ukraine, is a 
fitting time for Paris to Kyiv to 
play in Edmonton. 


The founder and leader, Alexis 
Kochan of Winnipeg, has 
rediscovered many of the lost 
folk songs of the old country, 
songs about salt traders on the 
steppes or a woman’s horror 
about her impending marriage. 
But with her quintet, she takes 
the songs to a different level, 
mixing in jazz, Celtic and other 
influences to create a unique 
sonic mix. 


Alexis started the group in 1996, 
but its roots go back nearly 20 
years earlier to a trip she took to 
Kyiv, directly from Paris, which 
for years made her compare the 
two cities in her mind. 





Paris to Kyiv’s Alexis Kochan 
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The group has toured all over 
North America, and in 2003 
went to Ukraine and Poland, 
playing to sold-out houses 

in many cities. The Ukrainian 
Weekly has described the group 
as “not your grandmother’s 
quaint Ukrainian but jazz-laced 
syncopations with a good dose 
of improvisation.” Alexis, with 
her clear but rich voice, can be 
compared to Joan Baez. 


The ethnic diversity of band 
members, who are from 
Ukraine, Serbia, Britain and 
Canada, means that many 
influences shine through.

After a nine-year break, the 
incomparable John Prine 
released a new album this 

year, Fair and Square, which 
brought the rough-voiced, 
Grammy award-winning singer/ 
songwriter familiar acclaim from 
critics and the biggest first-week 
sales of his career. 


Now 58, and with 18 albums 
under his belt, John is respected 
and loved for his integrity 

and warm heart. His first self 
produced album, on Oh Boy 
Records, a company he helped 
form in the 1980s, continues to 
tell wry, humorous and moving 
stories of the human heart, 
loss and dislocation. A former 
mailman, John was born in 
Maywood, Illinois in October 
1946 to tool-and-die maker 
Mason Prine and his wife Vern.

Veterans from the Napoleonic 
Wars were still around when 
Edouard Richard’s grandfather 
learned some of the tunes that 
appear on Eduoard’s debut 
disc, Musique Gaspésienne. An 
authentic fiddler from Grande- 
Vallée, Gaspé — the easternmost 
part of Quebec where the St. 


Lawrence meets the Atlantic 
— he is perhaps best compared 
to the late, famous violoneux 
Pitou Boudreault. 


With a repertoire not well- 
known to the average fiddler 
—a novelty these days when 
everything has been recorded 
and recycled — the 69 year 
old plays both collected 
tunes (though not always 
remembering where he 
learned them) and his own 
compositions. A master of the 
“air croche” — crooked tunes 
and melodies with uneven 
length phrases — he has a 
seemingly endless playlist of 
songs that have a distinctive 
Quebecois flavour, exuding 
his Gaspé swing and intensely 
rhythmic flair. 


Discovered by singer- 
instrumentalist Eric Beaudry 
(from Norouet, Ni Sarp Ni 
Branche and La Bottine 
Souriante) during a musical

excursion into Eduoard’s 
neighbourhood, his album was 
recorded live by Eric and mixed 
with subtle additions by fellow 
Ni Sarpe Ni Branche members. 
A second album is planned, 
given the success of his first 
CD, which has already been 
reprinted several times since its 
2000 release.

Norton has crossed every line 
with his harmonicas, playing 
everything from blues to jazz to 
classical. Even if you’ve never 
heard his name, you’ve likely 
heard Norton, who has played

Roy’s blistering slide guitar 
playing can “peel a crawfish,” 
according to USA Today.

Shooglenifty has been hailed 
as one of the key pioneers and 
continuing frontrunners in 
Celtic/clubland fusion.

The original members began 
jamming in the early 1990s. 
As word of mouth spread they 





were offered a weekly gig ina 
small pub. They started with 

an audience of six but in a 
couple of months there were so 
many people they had to start 
using a PA system. They played 
without rehearsing until the 
production of their first album 
Venus in Tweeds in 1994 forced 
an element of structure. 


After a decade of the same 
personnel, two members quit in 
2001, leaving guitarist Malcolm 
Crosbie, fiddle player Angus 
Grant, percussionist James 
Mackintosh and banjo (and 
banjax) player Garry Finlayson. 
Bassist Quee MacArthur, a 
longtime Edinburgh roots 
musician, joined the group. 
Twenty-two-year-old Luke Plumb 
was discovered busking in 
Hobart, Tasmania. 


They have been joined onstage 
by British Prime Minister 

Tony Blair, who was seen in a 
newspaper photo holding up 
their disc A Whisky Kiss and 


Shooglenifty 
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delightedly proclaiming, “Buy 
this CD.” They’ve performed in 
front of The Prince of Wales, 
who was seen clapping along to 
their infectious beat, and also 
Nelson Mandela.

Al has continued his love affair 
with history, recording Between 
the Wars, an album of songs 
about the 1920s and ’30s. 


More recently Al’s focus has 
shifted from wars to wine, 
crafting an album of songs 
called Down in the Cellar with 
tasty song titles such as the 
“Shiraz Shuffle” and “Cote Rotie 
to Hermitage.”

With song titles such as “I’ve

Village Band sings traditional 
modal harmonies in a kind 

of screaming style that was 
once used by sheepherders to 
communicate across mountain 
valleys. This should work 
perfectly on Gallagher Hill. 


Their love of combining the 

old with the new is evident by 
their choice of instruments. 

The band, with members age 

16 to 25, play hurdy gurdy, 16" 
century fiddle, cello, dulcimer, 
trumpet, zither, bass and drums.

In conclusion, your Board feels this approach 
is the best strategy to assure the financial 
well-being of the Festival in perpetuity. The 
board and producer can still develop budgets 
and plans for rainy-day requirements using 
internal resources.

Just what makes a folk festival 
unique, special and successful? 
There are many factors involved 
— for example, hospitality, 
weather, sound quality, food, 
price, crafts, staff, community, 
policies, funding, sponsors, 
media support, and so on, down 
to how clean are the porta 
potties? All of the above are 
important but there are three 
crucial elements without which 
a Canadian folk festival will 
ultimately fail. 


First and foremost, the music 
must have the highest priority. 
This has always been the case 
in Edmonton and this year is 
no exception. We have worked 
hard to bring you the very best 
artists in the world of folk music. 
As patrons, you have responded 
by buying weekend passes in 
advance. This puts us in a very 
select group of folk festivals that 
sell out in advance and allows 
us to take some risks in our 
programming. 


The second essential element 
is a unique and workable site 
with access, power, water, etc., 
along with something that sets it 
apart. In Edmonton that means 
the hill and the views all the 
side stage hills afford. Over the 
years we have capitalized on this 
natural advantage by investing 
in video screens, walkways, new 
tents and stages, expansion, 
electrical and kitchen upgrades. 
In short, everything that we 
need behind the scenes to help 
the festival run smoothly. 


The third crucial element 
is the one that sets Edmonton 
in particular, and Canada in 
general, apart. That is the 
size, spirit and experience of 
our volunteer base, now over 
2,000 strong. While there are 
a couple of festivals in Europe 


from t 


that compare, I believe the 
volunteers in the Western 
Canadian folk festival circuit are 
collectively the best in the world. 
So while there are many factors 
behind the smooth running of 
our festival, the volunteers are 
the most important. 


In all, we are in very good 
shape. However I do have a 
couple of concerns: in an era 

of static government funding 
and sponsorship, inflation can 
chip away at our foundations. 
Currently we have been 
absorbing most of the costs of 
improvements, inflation and 
GST. We will have to pass this on 
to you as patrons in future years. 
We reach our box office budget 
by selling 42,000 of our 44,000 
tickets, never mind allowing for 
capital replacement. 


And now to this year. We 
have a few new twists. You can 
twist and shout to your heart’s 
content at Stage 1 on Saturday 
and Sunday as this is a dance 
zone. Come to think of it, 
spontaneous mass dancing at 
main stage is a joy to behold. 
Also the beer tent is now 
non-smoking. 


We now have a live DVD 
for sale from last year with 18 
artists including Ani DiFranco, 
Natalie Merchant, Blue Rodeo, 
Great Big Sea, Jerry Douglas, 
Earl Scruggs, etc. It is called 
“Live from the Hill” and is $25, 
including tax. All the artists 
donated their performances and 
there are only 5,000 for sale. 


Canada’s folk magazine 
Penguin Eggs is also available 
with a cover story on John Prine, 
a nice coincidence. It is a great 
read and this weekend is the 
perfect time to give ita try while 
waiting in line or sitting at a side

I hope 
to see the magazine all over the 
site this weekend. 


The Board of the festival 
has also started an Endowment 
Fund under the auspices of 
the Edmonton Community 
Foundation. If you would like 
to know how this works, please 
call me at any time during the 
year at 429-1899. This fund is 
crucial to the long-term health 
of our festival. A special thank 
you is in order to Duncan and 
Craig for steering us through 
the legalities. 


Amidst all the joyful reunions 
this weekend it is also time 
to pay tribute to those no 
longer with us. Lorraine Neill- 
Wacowich was a Cloverdale 
resident and served for many 
years on their Festival Liaison 
Committee. She was always a 
voice of reason and compromise 
and the festival has benefitted 
greatly from her input over the 
years. 


This festival has always had 
great heart, epitomized by 
our volunteers. In 2006, I look 
forward to seeing Bill Hallam, 
the chair of our board, back out 
directing traffic. 


Now it is time to sit back and 
enjoy. If you love folk music, 
there is no better place to be on 
the planet this weekend than 
right here in Gallagher Park.

5 COLU ROSES 














Amos Lee: A mellifluous mingling of coffee-house folk and classic soul, Amos Lee's 
gorgeous self-titled debut almost warrants its own genre. The combination of the 
Philadelphian's rich voice and vibrant lyrical imagery approximates Sam Cooke covering 
Bob Dylan. A diverse singer, Lee applies his flexible voice to myriad ends here: “Arms of 
a Woman” is acoustic balladry that borders on gospel, “Get It Up” struts to a funky soul- 
inflected bounce, and the opening “Keep It Loose, Keep It Tight,” he waxes rhapsodic 
about the human condition in a near-rap cadence. 


Ryan Adams & The Cardinals | Cold Roses: Ryan Adams is nothing if not 
prolific; by the end of 2005, the alt-country singer/songwriter plans to have released 
three full-length albums. The first - the double-disc set Cold Roses - finds him returning 
to the rootsy, stripped-down feel of his 2000 solo debut Heartbreaker. Backed by a stel- 
lar band, the Cardinals, a meditative Adams turns in a set of his most pensive and emo- 
tionally fragile songs in years, with standouts like “Beautiful Sorta” and “Meadowlake 
Street” cloaked in their own ragged beauty. 


John Prine | Fair & Square: Singer/songwriter John Prine's battle with cancer 
had many fans questioning whether he would ever record again. But with Fair & Square, 
released a full nine years after his last proper studio album, the pride of rural Kentucky, 
may have released his career-best. Prine's signature rasp, clever wordplay and social 
conscience are spread across 14 roughly-hewn gems that run the gamut from subdued 
(“Taking a Walk”) to serious (“Some Humans Ain't Human”) to downright silly (“Safety 
Joe”). He's back, and he's better than ever. 


Steve Earle | The Revolution Starts Now: They don't make protest-rockers 
like Steve Earle anymore, and that's a shame. For years, he's been the angry man with a 
six-string, railing against injustice with a pack of biting, socially-conscious tunes. Earle's 
latest unfolds like a hard-hitting editorial backed by roaring guitars; each song's subject 
matter torn straight from the headlines, the front lines and the corridors of power. But 
there's more to Revolution than fiery polemics: Earle's character sketches are vivid por- 
traits of real people with real troubles, and in the Emmylou Harris duet “Comin' Around,” 
he sneaks in a shot of whiskey-soaked pathos. 


Alison Krauss & Union Station | Lonely Runs Both Ways: Few can make 
bittersweet melancholy sound as alluring as Alison Krauss. The Champaign, IL, native 
has been on the leading edge of the bluegrass boom since the beginning, and with 
Lonely Runs Both Ways, her ninth studio effort, Krauss and her backing band continue 
to define the modern sound of American roots music. A more mature album - Krauss 
swaps her trademark fiddle for viola on many of Lonely’s songs - but one still imbued 
with the restlessness and quiet longing that drives Krauss’ music.
